ARTICLE 8 To see if the Town will vote to amend Zoning Byv|éSections Il, IV.B
and X.G relating to Accessory Apartments by makivgchanges as described below
and to act fully thereon:

Explanation: These amendments expand opportunities for creating accessory apartments
by allowing detached units and increasing the size of accessory apartments to 900 square
feet with two bedrooms. \

[l. Definitions:

Accessory Building — Residentia detached structure located/on,the’same lot thigh
principal residential structure to which it is assery. Such structures include, but are
not limited to, tool shed, boathouse, playhouseltehfor domestic pets, private
swimming pool and one private garage for not mbaa ithree automobiles. A
residential accessory building may contain bedrobuatsiot a kitchen.

Dwelling, One Family with Accessory Apartmen owner-occupied residential
dwelling containing a principal dwelling unit andeo(1) additional dwelling unit, either
attached or detached which has a net floor areaxtaeding ¥z of the net floor area of
the principal dwelling unit but in no"event' merath900square feet and includes not
more than two (2) bedrooms, a kitchen, living romma bath which are separate from and
not used in common with the principaldwelling.r Boe purpose of this definition, such
dwelling shall be deemed to be owner-occupiedtifezidwelling unit is occupied by the
property owner of record on‘a yeas-round basisgpixtor bona fide temporary absence
during which the owner’s unit iS not rented.

IV.B Application(second paragraph):

Existing lots lawfullylaid out by plan or deed whicomplied at the time of layout with
applicable pravisions of Zoning By-laws, if anydanhich had as of January 1, 1984, a
single family dwelling constructed thereon may hgration or addition to said existing
dwelling besconverted to a One (1) Family Dwellimigh Accessory Apartment as herein
defined provided:

1. The lot area equals twenty thousand (20,000) sdeatef situated in an R-R,
R-L or R-M district, fifteen thousand (15,000) sqgiéeet if situated in an R-
H-1, C-V, C-H-1 or M-R-L district. Substandarddanh other zoning districts
cannot be built upon or converted to this use witl@ovariance.

3. If an addition is to be built in connection withvééopment of said use, the
addition will be set back from front, side and rksrines the distance then
required in the zoning district for new construntio

7. Special permits for dwellings with an accessoryrapant, either attached or
detached, and shared housing for elderly may h@&epfaupon determination by
the Planning Board that the following additionatemia have been met:

a. For attached units, the dwelling shall be so desigas to have the appearance
of a single-family dwelling with one (1) entrancAn entrance leading to a
foyer with entrances leading to the dwelling umil be acceptable./ All
other entrances shall be on the side or rear adwedling. For detached
units, the style of the two structures shall beilsimso as te give the
impression that the detached structure is accessahg primary residence.

b. The proposed use shall not create traffic hazargslome greater than the
capacity of the streets affected. o U

c. The proposed addition or detached structure shakxceed the building or
site coverage for the zoning district.

d. The proposed use shall not violate any private destlictions applicable to
the subject locus.

e. An applicant for an accessory apartment.in the WRé&source (WR) Zoning
District shall submit proof of recordingyof a coaen, enforceable by the
Town, which states that the lot containing the diwelwith an accessory
apartment shall not be reduced to'less than 6G;§08re feet by any means,
unless the kitchen facilities of the-apartmentraraoved and the property has
been returned to a single-family dwelling.

8. The intent of permitting accessory apartments:idYancrease the number of
small dwelling units. available for rent in town, iBgrease the range of choice
of housing accommodations, 3) encourage greatersity of population with
particular attention to young adults and seniazeits, and 4) encourage a
more ecenomic’and energy-efficient use of the teWngusing supply while
maintaining,the appearance and character of the’sosingle family
neighborhoods.

9. Granting of a special permit for a dwelling with @arcessory apartment shall
be’conditioned upon the owner maintaining occupari@ne of the units.
Prior to the issuance of the special permit, afaate in the form of a
notarized affidavit to verify that the owner isgrall be in residence in one of
the units, shall be submitted to the special pegmaihting authority and,
thereafter, every two (2) years such notarizedlatfit shall be submitted to
the Building Inspector by January 31. Failureamply with these provisions
or termination of occupancy by the owner shall ieisuthe special permit
becoming null and void and within twelve (12) manthereafter one (1)
kitchen unit shall be removed and the propertyrretd to a single-family
dwelling.
